Family matters In tbe case cf Inaecti 
usually mean ouljk tbe depositing of 
eggs In suitable situations for tbe In¬ 
dependent development of the off¬ 
spring. the parent Insects often dying 
before tbe young appear. The earwig, 
however, provides a remarkable ezeep- 
tloo to tbe general rule, for It sits upon 
Its fifty or more eggs until tbey are 
batched- Just as a bird would do. and. 
moreover. If the eggs get scattered It 
carefully collects them together again. 
In tbe early months of tbe year, when 
digging tbe soli, female earwigs may 
frequently be fouud together with 
their batch of eggs. At tbe slightest 
sign of danger tbe young ones huddle 
close to tbelr mother, hldlug beneath 
her body so far as It will cover so 
large a family.—Strand Magazine.
